kan coast. 

The first search plane, a coast guard Gruman, left Ketchi- 
kan's Annette island airport at 7:16 a.m., visibility vf&a good 
in the Ketchikan area, with the wind 18 miles an hour and 
decreasing. 

Crewmen of another Pan American DC-4 which arrived 
at Seattle from Alaska early today said they circled the 
Annette island area in darkness without sightlnf any flares. 

• The plane waa quickly refuel- 
ed to return north with a 
PAA search party headed by 
Capt. Ralph Savory, chief pi- 
lot of the Airline's Alaslgin 
division.

U.N. Passes Plan to 
'Outlaw' Propaganda 

LAKE SUCCESS. N. Y., Oct 27 (U.R)— The 57-nation po- 
litical committee of the. United Nations Rcncral assembly to- 
flay approved a universal condemnation of all propaganda 
likely to encournge war after turning back Russia's plan to 
invoke criminal penalties and government suppression of' 
warmongers. 

The vote on the resolution was C6 in favor, none against 
and one nation — Haiti — absent. The action came after the 
United States, bitterly opposed to the proposal, gave up a 
shortlived fight against it and joined the other United Na- 
tions in a unanimous vote. 

The committee, whose action was destined for final ap- 
proval In the full general assembly, condemned "all forms of 
propaganda, in whatsoever 



country conducted, which is 
cither derfigned or likely to 
encourage" threats to the 
peace or acts of aggression. 

It called on all &7 countries of 
the U. N. to toko appropriate step.i, 
wttliln constitutional limitations to 
promote "by all means" publicity 
and propaganda aimed at cementing 
friendly relotlons between coun- 
tries. 

Call, for Study 
A third provision called on the 
forthcoming Intern ntlonal conler- 
ence on freedom ot Intomatlon to 
make a more detailed study ot the 
problem of war-Incltlng propa- 
ganda. 

It was n for cry from Russia's 
proposal tor labeling the United 
Slates, Greece and Turkey "war- 
mongers" and Involving govern- 
mental restrictions on the press to 
squelch "criminal propaganda tor 
a new war." 

VUblnsky Drops Fight , 

Soviet Deputy Foreign Mmisler 
Andrei Y. Vbhiniky quit at the last 
minute his battle to name the 
Dnltcd states, Turkey and Greece 
for fostering "warmongers." 

But this compromUo gesture 
tolled to turn aside emphatic rejec- 
tion of the Huaalan proposal and 
the ultimate approval of a compro- 
mise proposal by Austrolla. France 
and Canada. 

Ross "Moral Victory" 

Some delegates, however, believed 
this represented a moral victory for 
Russia as the hutlsatcr of the os- 
sembly's debase of tho dangers of 
propaganda and tear ot a new world 
war. 

American Delegate Warren Aus- 
tin retrained at the last moment 
from launching an American man- 
euver designed to convert the com- 
mittee's resoIuUon Into a thlnly- 
velled condemnation of the Soviet 
Eovemmenl's control ot the press In 
Russia.

Johnston was permitted to read 
prepared statement, a privilege ' 
denied to Lawson. 

Johnston, appearing In the sec- 
ond week of the public hearings, 
said lost weeks sessions produced 
the Impression that "Hollywood Is 
rurmlng over with communists ami 
communism."

•DEMOCRATIC LEADER" T 
A new honor has been contcrrcd upon 
Henry A. Wallace. In a speech before the U. M. 
general auembly, Vladimir Popovlc, the 
Yugoslav ambossBdor to Russia, gave him the 
title of "democratic leader of . the United 
autea." 

The Yugoslav diplomat then proceeded to 
read — In Russian, gulto appropriately — some 
of Mr. Wallace's editorials In the New Re- 
public which denounced the Truman doctrine 
of old to Orecce and Turkey, and which said 
our Interference In the economic affairs of 
- oUicr nations was making us hated more and 
more by all the world's masses. 

From these excerpts, Mr. Popovlc drew the 
comforting conclusion that the American 
people "Indict the policy of the United States 
which Is directed against , . . the United 
Notions, and which threatens peace all over 
the world." 

Mr. Popovlc's speech was made on the 
day that the former Secretary ot State 
Byrnes' new book, "Speaking Frankly," was 
published. And It was delivered a few hours 
. before the unpredictable Mr. Wallace, In a 
Baltimore Interview, endorsed the plan for 
world peace which the Byrnes volume con- 
tains. 

We don't know what Mr. Popovlc Is think- 
ing now. For Mr. Byrnes plan Includes two 
strong last-resort recommendations: If Rus- 
sia should boycott the world conference to 
draft a German peace treaty which Mr. 
Byrnes proposes, then the other participants 
would go on without Russia. And, once a 
treaty was signed and the Soviets refused to 
evacuate eostem Germany, the U. S. and 
such allies ss could be mustered would at- 
tempt to drive them out. 

This program, Mr. Wallace told reporters, 
would result In "peace and understanding 
with Russia." Yet, he thought the milder, 
patlence-and-flrmness Russian policy of Mr. 
Byrnes at lost year's Paris peace conference 
was "war-mongerlng." 

Later, before a Baltimore audience, 1^. 
Wallace said that Defense Secretary For- 
restal. Commerce Secretary Harrlm&n and 
Acting Secretary of State Lovett are " a hold- 
ing company for Wall street bankers" and 
that he would try to "get them out of Wash- 
ington before they get us Into war." 

All this leaves us wandering what effect 
, It will have on some of the distinguished 
Xorelgn visitors who heard Mr. Popovlc's 
speech, and who may be a little vague on 
American, politics. 

Do thoy think that the American people 
would choose a "democratic leader" who 
believes that an almost conciliatory policy 
Is war-mongerlng. and that one which advo- 
cates military action, if all else fails, wUl 
promote peace? 

Do they think the free, democratic Ameri- 
can people would sit supinely by while three 
of the President's top advisers— really tools 
of Wall street, according to the democratic 
leader" — are notoriously plotting World 
war Zn. 

How that Mr. Wallace has been knighted 
with a title of democratic nobility by an 
emissary of Marshall Tito, ho might live up 
to his new honor by making a little more 
sense. Can he Justify his present Inexplicable 
position on war and peace mongerlng? Can 
he prove his very serious charges against 
Mr. Forrestat, Mr. Harrlman and Mr. Lovett? 

If he can't, there Is grave danger that both 
the "demorcratlc leader of the United States" 
and his Yugoslavian press agent may wind 
up looking. In the eyes of the American 
people as well as the foreign visitors, like a 
couple of dopes. 




POLITICS COMES FIRST 
Although the President has called a special 
session of congress and the United States Is 
greatly concerned over the state of world af- 
fairs, many Americans cannot refrain from 
giving politics first consideration. 

Wltnfas. for Instance, the way the Demo- 
cratic party of Idaho Is reacting to another 
demonstration of political horsemanship by 
Sen. aien Taylor. 

A good many staunch Democrats In this 
atate have no time for Senator Taylor, and 
they take particular exception to his at- 
tacks on this country's foreign policy, which 
can only mean disagreement with the 
Prtsident himself.

He took on Standard oil when It tried to block a 
gasoline tax Increase sorely needed to Ilnnnce more 
highways In this congested area. He won. HLi Pacific 
Union club friends could not understand his attitude 
on the« Imuc.i. Yet a majority would probably vole 
for him tor Prealdent. 

He haa kept silent on foreign affairs, probably be- 
cause they are not In hla province. He tavors universal 
military training. CaUfomla'a postwar needs- new 
housing, water supply, state InaUtuUonn, transporta- 
tion, millions ot newcomem— make hltn reallre how 
much money the U. S. need* tor Ita own recovery. 

He has managed sUte tlnances prudently. He placed 
them on a more respotulble. one-year approp rial Ions 
system Instead ot the previous two-year basis. Taxes 
have been reduced 1300.000.000 In four years, and IDO.- 
000.000 more may be cut this fiscal year. Tot new high- 
ways, schools, hospitals, prifnns. for municipal and 
county rebuilding, there haa been set a.ilde or other- 
wise provided for the aiun of Sljw.ooo.ooo. In June, 
1M7. the aUte had a surplus of (100,300,000. 

ENTOBCEMENT-Altiioush no bluenose. he has 
been a strong law rntorcemenC man since he began hla 
public career or Alameda county prosecutor. He is es- 
pclally bitter against crime which derlvea Its prollta 
from preying on the human weakness for gambling. 
He Is now preparing to move against Invading racket- 
"irs seeking easy money In the Golden state. 

Oovemor Warren Is In his middle 50*s. but his 
square, well-proportioned fltiiire and live peraonollty 
make him seam younser. He was bom In southern 
California, the son of a railroad worker. As a young- 
ster, he was caU boy In a roundhouse and had his 
share ot hard work. 

After graduating from Unlvcrnlty nf California In 
1S13. he hung out his shingle for a while, but gravitat- 
ed toward polltJc.i. Ho became deputy dlstikl ntlorney 
of Alnmeda In those days he wns known na a member 
ot tho Hoover faeUon. Tho bosses me.int him to lie 
only a stopgap when they named him to the D. A. 
vacancy but— that Coolldga luck again— he hung on. 

He haa alx children and Is & grent "liome m.m"— 
not the kind ol one who develDp:i IIulI home-nnd- 
mother complex only a tew weeks before election time.

' Europe cannot forget IC Europe 
knows that the decisions we take, 
or fall to take, will determine the 
direction of history for a long time 
to come. 

The oommunlsta know It. believe 
me I And not alone the commu- 
nists I The conservatives and the 
moderates, who stand to lose most In 
any catastrophic change, are watch- 
ing our backing and tlUlng with the 
kind of breathless tear that would 
be Inspired by watching a tight 
rope walker over Niagara Falls. 

Consider tlie present moment and 
what led up _ta IL- In early May, 
Britain's Foreign Secretary Ernest 
Bevln begun to tell V. S. Ambaasa- 
dor Lewis Douglas that the eco' 
nomlc condition In France would be 
critical by early fall. Bevln knew It 
would bo even more scute than In 
Britain. 

Similar and yet more staccato 
warnings came from France and the 
continent. Hie three-alarm fire bell 
ringing six mcniha ago. Yet the 
firemen are still arguing. They 
arguing not alone about how to put 
out the tire. Part of the argument 
the level of whether or not It 
should be put out, or whether we 
can afford to put It out. 

That Is not an exaggeration. One 
of the congrea.Mnen returning from 
Europe showed me an editorial from 
his home-town paper arguing that 
If Europeans wanted to go commU' 
nlst. we should let them go com- 
munist nnd see how they liked it. 
Having done a conscientious Job. of 
study In Europe, this middle westtftn 
Republican knew what a communist 
Europe would mean to America, and 
he shook his head grlml}- oVcr the 
editorial. 

Eniest Bevln knon-n the reason for 
hesitations and Indecisions. He 
knows tliat under our constitution, 

hen the congress Is held by one 
party and the presidency by anoth- 
It Is all but Impooslble to carry 

it a positive foreign policy. Bevln 
and Informed Europeans understand 
that an undertaking entered Into 
by the President does not In any 
way bind the concress. Hence the 
rotary movement . round and round 
and round, retlected In the dlspatch- 
"". from Washington. 

From thti side It soifiettmes seems 
that Americans have a feeling of 
tru.itratlon at not being able to 
move decisively. And as a compenaa- 
Uon tor their frustration, they go 
after the scapegoat of communism. 
The Idea Is to pile all the blame on 
the communists for all of Europe' 
Uls. 

To Europeans It does not look as 
simple OS that! They fear that the 
continuous scream ot "communLim** 
can end only In Inevitable war be- 

I'een two blind glanui. 

FmncB Is a good Illustration of 
what this means. E\-ery upset. In- 
cluding the recent strike on the 
subway. Is put do«.-n to the mach- 
inations of the communists. Actu- 
illy. In France there are very grave 
economic slmlns which put a heavy 
burden on all wage-earners. Tlie 
.urprlnlnc thing Is not that strikes 
love occurred but thot there have 
been so few. 

The London Times, hardly a pro- 
eommunlst newspaper. In a long edi- 
torial on stop-gap aid, had this to
